It is made of

now decayed—and the upper third being 
hollow.

Grant by tho writer, and the article is 
called a v indication of Gon. Rawlins, Gen. 
William F. Smith, Gen. Halleck and Murat 
Halsted, the latter requiring v indication for 
writing Secretary Chase during the war that 
Gon. Grant was a “ drunken ass.” 
Gen. 
Rawlins’ alleged letter is an earnest appeal 
to Gen. Grant to refrain from the use of in­ 
tox icating liquors; calls attention to a pledge 
made by Gen. Grant to Gen. Rawlins, in 
March preceding the writing of the letter, that 
he (Gen. Grant) would not touch intox i­ 
cating liquors, and states that the keep­ 
ing 
of 
that pledge 
has so far 
made 
Gen. Grant the foremost general of tho 
world, and the continued inv iolability thereof 
was absolutely necessary to Grant’s future 
success. 
Gen. Rawlins tells Gen. Grant that 
he has full control of his appetite and can 
let drinking alone, and refers to certain cir- 
cumstances and reports 
that have convinced 
the writer that the .'pledge has b een b roken, 
lie says his suspicions may b o wrong, b ut 
that he would 
neither bo a friend to Gen. 
Grant nor to tho higher interests a t stake, 
nor faithful to tho b ravo men whoso 
lives 
would b o imperilled b y tho commanding g« jn- 
oral’s weakness, if he refrained from giving 
warning, and closes with a request that if 
t his w arning is not to b e heeded he (Gen. 
liawlins) may 1» reiieve*l from his position 
of chief of staff. 
An indorsement to tho retained copy <>f tho 
letter, signed b y Gen. Rawlins, is given in 
which ho says his advice was heeded, and all 
went well. 
Boynton then goes on to eulogize Gen.

NEW WATER ROUTE 


C O N NEC TING T H E MISSISSIPPI RIVER 


W IT H LAKE SUPERIOR. 


W isconsin and M innesota To He A tkrd to 
Dig a Dig C anal— The limite* Suggested 
and the Advantages To He Derived — 
The Question of “ Will It Vay?" Con­ 
sidered. 


St. P a ul, Minn., Jan. 24,—The committee 
from the Sr. Paul chamber of commerce has 
prepared a report, which will be submitted 
to that body, recommending memorials to 
the legislatures of Wisconsin and Minnesota 
in favor of appropriations for a canal to con­ 
nect th o waiters of lak e Huperior and the 
Mississippi. 
Tlu report is based on reports 
of engineers who have made surveys. 
The 
report says: “ Three routes were surveyed by 
L. K. Stannar» ! and It. Ft. Davis, one from 
Taylor's Fails by way of St. Croix river to 
Namekagon river, up this river and across 
the summit to White river, ami by that to 
the lake. 
Another by the St. Croix to Tap­ 
per St. Croix lake, tlionce across the summit 
to the Doisa llrulo river, thence to the lake. 
A third route at St. Croix to Kettle river, up 
to Moose lake, and from Hanging Horns hike 
to Left-Hand river.” 
Their conclusions were that the small ap ­ 
propriation did not give them either time or 
means to m ike any accurato survey of any 
route; that tho Namekagon route, 250 miles 
long, was objectionable on this account; that 
the Brule river was tho shortest and tho best, 
lieing 165 miles long, but had the disadvant­ 
age of having uo natural harbor at the lake; 
and the Kettle river route, about 200 miles 
long was tho most expensive of the three, but 
had a good harbor already improved at Su­ 
perior bay. 
A survey by Mij. J. C. Allen, of tho 
United States engineers, has settled the prac­ 
ticability (if the scheme. 
He says: 
“ It can 
bo done by constructing a dam one mile 
above the mouth of Moose creek, on the St. 
Croix, high enough to raise the water twen­ 
ty-five feet; cutting a canal seventy-five feet 
wide, twelve feet deep, one and one-half 
miles across the summit, and building a » lain 
in town 4*1, range 10, acr*)si tho Brule river, 
high enough to raise tho water to the same 
height as the dam on tho St. Croix, and you 
construct a lake thirty miles long, affording 
uninterrupted nauigation across the summit 
for that distance, and utiliza the waters of 
tho St. Croix and its branches and the Brule, 
and tho amount of water (15,2JO cubic feet 
per minute from the St. Croix, and 5,8 05 
trora the Brule) is sufficient to piss vessels 
through locks seventy-five feot wide, 8 00 feet 
long, ami twelve and one-half feet lift at the 
rate of three mil« \s per hour, or seventy-two 
miles in twenty-four hours at the driest sea­ 
son of the year.” 
He estimates twenty-eight locks and dams 
between Stillwater and the summit, and 
thirty locks and ten dams on the Brule river, 
and the whole cost at less than $8 ,000,000, 
with an average cost per mile of $40,000. 
Continuing, he says: 
“ Will it pay to spend 
this money Ì It costs now from 5 to 7 cents a 
bushel to ship wheat by rail from Prescott to 
Lake Superior, and it has to pass through 
one elevator, if not two, on the route. 
By 
water “it ,can be carriod for 
2 cents per 
bushel. 
The same for a bushel of corn. 
It 
now costs about $2.50 per ton for all that 
class of goods received in exchange for 
grain, oil, coal, salt, iron, and machinery. 
W ith this improvement this class of goods 
can bo carried for 0) cents per ton.

M. Mice says that with the im­ 
provements contemplated by the Canadian 
government in Welland and Lachine oanal 
and tho enlargement of St. Mary’s canal and 
Hay river, this new canal will bring tha 
products of this region 8 00 to 500 miles nearer 
the markets of the world.

LINCOLN’S OLD HOME. 


A MoM Intrmtlng Collection of Kcllc** 
and Meineutoe» « -*Content» of a flouwe 


R e p le te w ith 
M em ories of th e M ar­ 


ty red P re sid en t. 


Both the man and the times unite to make 
every reference to Lincoln <>f sacred interest 
in the ey es of loy al Aima'lcan*; and it was 
with somethin}; akin to veneration that wo 
visited his old home in Springfield a short 
time since. 
The house slum is to-day snl> 
stantially as Lincoln left it. A few necessary 
repairs have Been made, a few rooms have 
been papered, but no alterations or marked 
changes are to bo seen. It is not an imposing 
looking house nobody would think bf call 
mg it a mansion. 
Tt is somewhat weather 
worn* a coat of paint would add greatly to 
its looks. 
It is simply a plain twelve room 
frame house, with gable roof, standing high 
up from the street. 
The house stands on tin* 
c omer of Jackson and Eighth streets. 
Tin* 
y ard, which is small, is three or four feet 
above the level of the street, and is entered 
by a flight of stone stops which are cut into 
the walls surrounding the lot. 
Upon the 
whole, the place would scarcely excite a pass 
ing notice were it not for the large gilt sign 
over the front door: “Lincoln Residence.” 
The inside of the house hardly merits a 
minute description. 
It is substantial in its 
looks, but plain and unpretentious. 
Roughly 
speaking, the rooms are sy mmetrically ar­ 
ranged on either side of a hall which runs 
through the middle of the house, there being 
six rooms on each of the two stories. 
The 
visitor’s interest naturally centers about threw 
rooms. These are the two rooms on the 1* ft. 
of the hall as y ou enter and one of the up 
stairs bedrooms—the former having been 
converted into a Lincoln museum, and 
the latter into a war museum. 
These 
museums ore the projxsrty of a Mr. Oldroy d, 
who now holds the house by lease. The col­ 
lections are strictly private, though Mr. Old­ 
roy d delights to show them to friends and 
strangers. 
MAKING A COLLECTION. 
Mr. Oldroy d, who is a inemlxr of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, began to make 
liis collection when he was a soldier in the 
army , where he used tt) pick up war relies, 
war songs, illuminated envelopes and the likt 
and send them home. 
Later, from sheer ad 
miration of Mr, Lincoln, he tiegan to gather 
mementoes of the marty red president, so that 
to-day he has over 2,000 different articles 
especially ix*rtaining to Mr, Lincoln. Mr. Old­ 
roy d admits that he is something of a crank 
on the subject of his favorite hero, hut he has 
spent hundreds of dollars on his special 
hobby , and to-day never loses an opportunity 
of getting a new relic of interest for his col­ 
lection. 
No more interesting spot can be 
found than this old homo of Lincoln, replete 
as it is with memories of the great man, and 
hallowed as it is by the presence of Oldroy ds 
collection. 
The two rooms devoted to the Lincoln 
museum are separated only by an archway . 
Hcarcely an article of furniture is admitted 
into the rooms except it belonged to Lincoln 
or is redolent of Lincoln’s history . 
Especi 
ally noticeable arc two rosewood sofas cov­ 
ered with haircloth and two largo rocking 
chairs to match, an old bedroom stand, an 
old fashioned settee, a couple of plain wooden 
chairs, and a huge walnut cradle, with solid 
foot and heal boards. 
These all belonged to 
Lincoln. 
Robert and the rest of the children 
were rocked in the cradle. It doesn't require 
a great stretch of the imagination to see 
Lincoln’s gaunt form and benignant face 
bending over it. 


LIN C O LN 'S O F F I C E C HA IR . 
Lincoln's office chair also stands there, and 
up against the wall is a bookcase made out of 
one of Lincoln’s old bedsteads. 
Lincoln's 
office chair is a plain hardwood chair of 
rather uncomfortable appearance. Of course, 
we sat down in it, and in as many more of 
the articles enumerated above os we could 
conveniently . 
If we can't walk in the foot­ 
steps of great men it is sometimes a sort of 
satisfaction to sit in their sitting places. 
Es­ 
pecially conspicuous in the collection is Lin­ 
coln's cook stove. This is the stova over 
which he used to prepare his own meals. 
It 
bears the name “ Roy al Oak.” Though some­ 
what rust eaten, it is in lirst class condition, 
and polished as it is, as bright as polish will 
make it, it is one of the most interesting 
articles to be seen. 
Directly in the middle of the room stands a 
rude stand or wa iting desk of Mr. Oldroy d’s 
own make. 
Its appearance and history are 
too curious not to be mentioned. 
A few 
y ears ago some repairing was done to the 
Lincoln residence. 
Mr. Oldroy d took apiece 
of one of the old joists and had a v ery pretty 
inkstand carv ed from it. 
He likewise took a 
piece of one of the* 
sills and had a penholder 
carv ed out of it, in shape like a goose quill; 
to this he had fitted a gold pen. Then, being 
in New Salem, he went to the old house where 
Lincoln used to board and obtained some o# 


the timbers of the house. 
1 hcsc he took 
home and made into a rude frame, l>olting it 
together with rough screw bolts. 
For the 
top, which is put on at the angle at which 
writing desk lops are usually put on, he hod 
made a grand * idak 
Hero was a unique 
Lineoln memorial. 
It ought to be properly 
inscribed. 
Ho Mr, Oldroy d wrote to W hit­ 
tier, asking him if he would compose a stanza 
of jK'Kdry suitable for the stand. 
W hittier 
agivfd to do so. Then Oldroy d expressed to 
Whittier the inkstand and penholder nlxjve 
mentioned with the requ« -d that the poet 
should use them in the composition of t?ic 
verses. This re pie;,t was carefully observed, 
and the poetry , inkstand, and pen were sent 
hack to Springfield. 
The verses wen* duly 
inserilwdon the slab; we copied them for the 
reader's benefit; 
Lot man lx * free! The mighty word 
He spate was not hi*; own. 
The spirit of the highest ftiirred 
His mortal lij*s alone. 
This writing desk is not at all handsome, 
but we doubt if any thing could Ik* devised 
more ty pical of the rough hewn character of 
the great man or more replete with memor­ 
ies of his life. 
A SCRAP BOOK, 
One of the most interesting relics of the 
collection is a scrap book which was made by 
Miss L. Williams, of Rockford, Ills. This 
book is filled w ith newspaper clippings, giving 
a detailed account of the funeral procession 
from Washington to Springfield. 
How the 
pnjxTK were procured we do not know, but 
th'* clippings lx*giti with an account of the 
obsequies as given by the Washington papers. 
This is followed by a detailed account of the 
funeral procession, as reported by all tlie 
local pajs’rs of the places at which the funeral 
train touched. The lxx» k is very neatly made, 
and the account thus given is of exceptional 
interest. 
Miss Williams demurred for a long 
time about parting with her hook, but con 
eluding finally that it ought to be in Mr. Old­ 
roy d’s collection, she presented it to him. 
Beside this detailed newspaper account of 
the funeral Mr. Oldroy d has a collection of 
25U different newspapers giving accounts of 
Lincoln's assassination. These, of course, are 
of great interest, giving os they do different 
phases of the great tragedy and expressing 
ditlerent opinions concerning it. 
Further, 


flare are in the museum eighty different 
lives of Lincoln, some in pamphlets and some 
inbound volumes of ample dimensions; 2U0 
letters of opinion and reminiscence from the 
leading writers, statesmen and politicians of 
the country , and, what is of great value toall 
those who are interested in Lincoln's biog­ 
raph}’. 050 pamphlets, addresses and sermons 
that were delivered in various parts of the 
laud at the t me of the assassination. 
Some 
of these are historical, some biographical, 
some eulogistic. This collection of discourses 
is probably second to none, and its value in 
giving voice* to the popular sentiment at that j 
troubled period w ill easily bo seen. 


G L O B E AN D E A G L E . 
Conspicuous in the museum are a gilded j 
globe, a stuffed eagle and a wefl preserved I 
wreath. This eagle, mounted on the globe 
and holding in his mouth th<* wreath, graced 
the top of the funeral car on its march tt* 
Bpringfleld. 
How Mr. Oldroy d got posses­ 
sion of them we do not know; but certainly 
those who are at all interested in Lincoln’s 
funeral and the fate of the catafaleo that 
lx>re the remains can but feel a sense of satis­ 
faction that this emblem of peaceful author­ 
ity which surmounted the funeral car of the 
murdered president is in such safekeeping. 
Mr. Oldroy d prizes it, and jealously 
cures 
for it. 
Around the sides of tin* rooms devoted to 
the museum, which originally were probably 
Mr. Lincoln's parlors, are arranged a series 
of glass cases for the lietter preservation of 
various articles of interest. 
Here are kept 
hundreds of curious mementos. 
In one case 
are sixty funeral medals and badges that 
were made and worn on the occasion of Lin­ 
coln's deat h. 
In another are 205 medals re­ 
lating to special features of Lincoln’s admin­ 
istration. They range in date from 18 00 to 
the time of Lincoln's assassination. 
They 
are very interesting, especially to persons 
having a taste for numismatics. 
In another 
is a collection of all the bonds issued under 
Lincoln's administration. 
Borne thirty dif­ 
ferent mourning badges that were worn by 
as many different s<x*ieties in token of their 
respect for Lincoln are also to Ixi seen, and a 
collection of eighty -one illuminated envelopes, 
such as were prevalent during the rebellion, 
bearing on them different pictures of Lincoln 
or cuts illustrative of special features of bis 
work. | 
M A N Y MEME NT OES . 
There is something especially touching in 
witnessing a collection of so many memen­ 
toes of the war president, gathered as they 
are and carefully arranged in the very rooms 
which he was wont to frequent. 
It is, so to 
speak, a curious blending of motley memo­ 
ries. 
From every imaginable corner, more­ 
over, Lincoln's homely , but kindly , face 
looks down upon us and seems to speak to us; 
for Mr. Oldroy d has l» een indefatigable in 
picking up bust» and medallions of bis hero. 
No less than fifteen different busts of Lincoln 
grace various portions of the museum, and 
nine medallions in iron, china, glass and 
bronze are carefully arranged in a case. 
It is curious to notice what out-of-the-way 
things will lx* picked up and cherished by a 
relic hunter. 
Perhaps the most interesting 
part of the collection now in the Lincoln 
residence is that composed of the numerous 
articles that one cannot stop to specify . 
Here, for instance, are pictures of J. Wilkes 
Booth, the murderer, and Bergt. Boston Cor­ 
bett, who shot him in Garrett's barn; here 
are pictures of Lincoln’s horse and dog, 
taken immediately after the funeral of Lin­ 
coln at Springfield; here, religiously pre­ 
served, is a piece of an old checked gingham 
coat that Lincoln used to wear. 
Numerous 
autograph letters of Lincoln are preserved, 
and what are, perhaps, as curious as any 
thing, pieces of the four ropes that hung the 
conspirators—Atzerott, Pay ne, Harrold ami 
Mrs. Surratt. 
These pieces of rope were 
presented to Mr. Oldroy d by Mrs. Gen. 
Dodds. These and hundreds of others in­ 
vest the museum with a deep interest. 
It 
seems as though relic hunters were anxious 
th at people should 
remember th at Lincoln 
was a rail splitter. 
We do not know how 
m any articles we have seen made out of rails 
th at Lincoln split. Oldroy d’s collection has 
a cane and a cross mode out of 
such rails. * 
COLLECTION OF WAR RELICS. 
The war collection, which has nothing es­ 
pecially connected with Lincoln, occupies a 
room up stairs, immediately in front of the 
room in which Mr. and Mrs. Lincoln used to 
sleep. 
Here is kept a v ery v aluable war li 


brary . 
Mr. Oldroy d 
ban sy stems« -ally 
bought every book he has heard of that in 
any way treats of the war of the rebellion, 
liis war library now mini tiers 1,100 volumes. 
Home of these books, of course, are oi little 
intrinsic value, but many are of exceptional 
worth to the students of our civil war. H* ;v, 
}x*rlni|e-, is the ls*st collection extant of the 
illuminated war envelopes that were sin!)« 
rage during tlx* rebellion. 
Over four thous­ 
and of these are prettily arranged in a case, 
no two being duplicates. 
But what to our 
ey e was of far more interest is a collection of 
500 Union war 
songs with 
illuminated 
tops 
in the original issues. 
During the 
whole time ho wax in the war Mr. Oldroy d 
[» aid sjxs'ial pains to the collection of these 
songs. 
Wbcnev» r ho would hear of one he 
would send the money to the publisher and 
request that the song 
Ik» sent to his home. 
Thus the sheets are all clean and perfect. 
We should like to see some enterprising pub 
I teller issue these in book form, reproducing 
the engravings and illuminations, and mak­ 
ing cadi page a fac simile of, the original 
issue of the song. W hat American patriot 
would not love to have such a book? These 
songs were a power in their day ; why should 
we forgot how they first came forth to the 
world. 
We pass over the many other features of 
the war museum. 
Pikes, lances, muskets, 
.al» ers, and relics picked up on various bat­ 
tle fields are common to all such « Elections, 
and have scarcely special interest enough to 
demand mention. 
The existence of these collections and the 
appropriation of Lincoln's own house for 
their home will doubtless lx* to many , as it 
was to us, a bit of news. 
It was a pleasing 
surprise to us to find the hero's home and the 
mementoes of him thus intimately associat­ 
ed. 
We have no desire to inqx» se a host of 
promiscuous callers on Mr. Gldroy d, but we 
feel bound to say that Bpringfield has no 
more hallowed spot to which to make a pil­ 
grimage and no more interesting sight to 
reward the devotee for his pains than the 
Lincoln residence and the collections it con­ 
tains.—“F. W. M.” in Chicago Times.

Breakfast Ix-lng over, and the enemy ’s tire 
growing unpleasantly hot, Gen. Steivart, 
whose cool behavior greatly inspired the 
men, took occasion to instruct us as to our 
imminent duty . 
He warned us as to the 
Arab mode of intimidation and loud noises, 
"Yon are but 1,500 men against about 
15,000 of the enemy . 
But keep cool; keep 
close together. 
Above all things lire low, 
and all will I*** well.” 
Just as he concluded the men arose and 
prepared to leave the zareba by marching 
straight on the wells; the right side of the 
square faced to the left, the left side faced to 
the right, while the rear faced right-about, 
thus the Guards were in front. 
Of course 
y ou know that the British square is alway s 
four deep, oil Ice re and all others in the 
center. 
I may as well state that on the previous 
evening, as we were constructing our zareba, 
Col. Fred Burnaby , of the Life Guards, that 
restless knight errant, rode into our lines 
alone, say ing that he had come to re-en­ 
force us! 
All being ready , the bugle sounded the 
“advance,” and we stepped out of our mcio- 
sure and marched straight to our front; 1 lit 
when we had arrived within about l.o-iu 
y ards of the first rock of the wells tin* “halt” 
was sounded, and we lay down to avoid a 
fire that was growing serious. 
Falling in 
again, we advanced, retired, wheeled and <*x 
ecu ted various manoeuvres, m order t<> draw 
the enemy out from Hieir concealment, 
h r . - g 
an occasional round from our machine guns, 
but could not succeed. 
They were well post­ 
ed behind and bey ond the 
r o c k * that sur­ 
round tin* wells, and refused to expose them­ 
selves; but we knew that this silence on tin ir 
part portended some deviltry , and that very

We did not anticipate any boy ’s play , 
we had heard too much about the Arabs, and 
knew our case was a desjx*rute one, conse 
quently our commander acted very cau­ 
tiously . 
“ F E E L I N G ” T H E EN EMY.

Oil came the fleeing skirmishers, 
straight for the front of the square, wheu 
they had been told that in retreat they should 
make for the rear of the square. As they 
closed on the front, with the “ standing ranks’’ 
of the guards at the “ ready ,” Col. Bose a wen, 


who had the voice of a bull, roared uiitr 
“Round to the right! round to the right aYfd 
rear, y ou — fools! do y ou want y our heads 
blown ofiT’ They swerved around and* Ic.iRd 
our front when we |>oured in u 
vo l l e y , bring­ 
ing the astonished enemy in <*ur front “up 
standing.” 
The skirmishers kept on around the square, 
to the rear, the Arabs after them, till they 
reached the right rear corner, where they 
essay ed to enter, and did enter, the Arabs in
